Men's Styles

LOS ANGELES I U PI) - The 
newest and greatest thing In 
men s suits is stretch fabrics 
but the average man will have 
to read the newspaper ads care­ 
fully and search diligently to 
find a stretch suit this spring 
You read about stretch suits 
in magazines emphasizing men s 
new fashions but men are so 
cautious about adopting new 
clothing ideas—and so are the 
manufacturers—that months of 
talk precede their actual ap­ 
pearance on the market 
One of the big drawbacks to 
the greatest innovation since the 
zipper is the fact that stretch 
fabrics are immediately con­ 
nected with ski pants which Fit 
skin tight. Well. relax. The 
stretch suits look like ordinary 
suits and nothing more 
A 
major manufacturer of 
men s wear says that a store or­ 
dering say 2.000 suits for spring 
might include only IOO stretch 
suits in order to see how they 
sell And if the clothes are more 
than average-priced the per­ 
centage will be much smaller 
So they may be difficult to find 
The stretch process was in­ 
vented about 20 years ago by a 
Swiss manufacturer. Herbertetn 
and Co, and stretch ski partis 
were worn at first only by the 
beautiful ski bunnies who deco­ 
rated some of the slopes Men, 
as usual, were slow to follow bot 
now stretch ski pants are about 
all that are sold. 
Timely Clothes. Inc , of Roch­ 
ester. N Y . pioneered stretch 
suits in 1961 and sold the rights 
to J P Stevens & Co 
Stevens lists the advantages 
of stretch fabrics for suits—bet­ 
ter fit; it relieves the stress on 
seams and other areas of great­ 
est wear; garments retain their 
shape better due to added resil­ 
iency. there is improved wrin­ 
kle resistance, a new luxiyy of 
texture and controlled elasticity 
and recovery 
The stretch is horizontal (ski 
pants stretch vertically * and the 
main reason is comfort It s got 
to give a little or it isn’t fashion­ 
able. The stretch is usually 15 
per cent, compared with 30 per 
cent in ski pants and it provides 
stretch at such key points as the 
seat, knees and shoulders 
The stretch, incidentally. Is 
not limited to suits. Klopman 
Mills, Inc , another major fab­ 
ric manufacturer, makes fabrics 
for stretch sports coats, rain­ 
coats. outerwear, suits, shirts, 
pajamas and boys wear. They 
call theirs “ easy living” to get 
away from the tight ski pants 
concept. (There also are stretch 
neckties*. 
Stretch wear also is forecast 
for veening wear but so far lit­ 
tle has been done about it S.

Noted in Winter Survey 


WASHINGTON <AP»-An in 
crease of 17 per cent was re­ 
ported in the number of birds 
observed during the annual win­ 
ter waterfowl survey completed 
recently the Interior Depart­ 
ment said, today. 
But the Bureau of Sport Fish­ 
eries and 
Wildlife cautioned 
duck hunters not to place too 
much reliance on this result, in­ 
dicating there will be a similar 
increase in the fall flights 
The largest increase in num­ 
bers of birds was noted in south­ 
ern portions of the Mississippi 
flyway, particularly in south­ 
western Louisiana, where favor­ 
able marsh conditions attracted 
large numbers of ducks. 
There was also a considerable 
increase in number of water­ 


fowl seen in the Central flyway, 
especially 
in 
South 
Dakota. 
Nebraska. Colorado and Texas, 
the bureau said. 
Wintering mallard populations 
in the Columbia River Basin in 
Washington and Oregon contin­ 
ued to increase, although the 
bureau said fewer total water-1 
fowl were observed in the Pa­ 
cific flyway than a year ago. ! 
In the Atlantic flyway there 
was a small increase in total 
waterfowl seen.

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Publishing of 
Photos Brings 
Legal Problem 


By BART KINCH 
The hobby of photography of­ 
ten leads the advanced amateur 
to the th rest io Id of professional 
photography. Up to this point 
there generally have been no 
problems, in the legal sense 
But as soon as a photogra­ 
pher permits his work to be pub­ 
lished. legal problems come up 
Even the taking of pictures 
can give rise to legal questions 
For example, does a photog­ 
rapher have the right to take 
pictures of performers in a 
night club or theater'* 
If so. does he also have the 
right to sell or permit the pub­ 
lication of those pictures* 
What rights, if any. does the 
photographer retain in the pic­ 
ture after it has been sold* 
These and many other ques­ 
tions of interest to both the 
amateur and the professional 
are answered in a little volume 
entitled “Photography and The 
Law ” 
The book was authored by two 
lawyers 
exceptionally

versed in the law as it relates 
to photography George Chem- 
off practiced law in New York 
City for over JO years His cli­ 
ents have included the Ameri­ 
can Society of Magazine Photo­ 
graphers and many well-known 
professionals

• Photography and The Law” ° 
is an easy to read, lucid hand- u 
book that explains the law as ^ 
currently interpreted" by the 
courts. It is published by Am 
photo and sells for SI 95 
The book says a photogra­ 
pher s right to take a picture is. 
almost unrestrained, but there 
may be a few restrictions The 
law varies from state to state 
but, generally speaking, no le­ 
gal problems anne from the 
mere taking of pictures It is 
publication of the pictures that 
gives rise to problems 
“Every photographer who 
plans to sell or exhibit his pic­ 
tures must acquire some knowl­ 
edge concerning the law of pri­ 
vacy and model releases.” the 
authors say. 
“Whenever 
a 
photographer 
sells or exhibits a picture of a 
living person he runs the risk 
of being sued for invasion of the 
right of privacy.” 
What is the right of privacy? 
“Generally, the courts have 
said that it is the right of a 
person to be let alone, to be free 
•rom undeserved and undesired 
publicity,” according to the 
book. 
The authors say public fig­ 
ures have little or no right of 
privacy provided their pictures 
are cot used for advertising or 
trade purposes without their 
consent. 
The need for model releases 
is stressed and several samples 
of the various phrasing of such 
releases are included in the 
book 
Other topics discussed by the w 
authors include ownership of 
the picture; the node in pho­ 
tography; copyright; Bhd by 
photograph; photograha as evi­ 
dence mad the basic question: 
la photography an art or a 
profession? 
The courts are not too clear 
on this.

With the Past 


Searching for Artifacts 


(id s Everyone Out for Fun

A fascinating aspect of life in 
Uolurado nne that can be shar 
cd b> the entire family, is the 
seemingly close proximity be 
tween our own time and that 
period we know as history 
In 
particular there is an exciting 
experience to be found in pick 
mg up a carefully chipped ar­ 
row point from the floor of a 
high wind swept mesa Dropped 
there centuries ago by its own 
cr. it is now a symbol of a re­ 
motely familiar struggle of an 
other people m another time 
The advent of man in Colo­ 
rado was marked some IO.OOO 
years ago in an area near what 
is now Ft 
Collins at a time 
when the land was damp and 
still covered with great swamps 
Here by the side of an ancient 
stream bed. Folsom Man lived 
awhile and then vanished with 
time: his only bequests to fu 
ture generations 
the well-pre 
served stone implements and 
weapons he relied upon to eek 
out an existence in the wilder 
ness 
But most of us however, who 
have shared the pleasure of 
searching plains and mountain 
areas for these bits of history 
which take the form of arrow 
points stone scrapers or other 
implements of our forebearers 
will have to be content with 
remnants of a more recent era 
that time mg too long ago when 
the great tribes of the Ute. 
Chevenne. Kiowa. 
Comanche 
Arapahoe and others roamed in 
and out of this area Rare and 
valuable 
finds 
such 
as 
the 
campsites of Folsom Man are 
to be reserved for the trained 
archeologist 
But the Plains are open to 
the amateur who needs only 
patience and the ability to walk 
for hours with his back bent 
and eyes to the ground to enjoy 
this search for history 
The*-** are other tricks pecul­ 
iar to the pastime of hunting 
Indian Artifacts One employed 
by our family and we are rank 
amateurs in this field, is to 
imagine ourselves in the place 
of the Indians whose footsteps 
we are seeking to follow 
The place to search is the 
place which we would select 
as a campsite for ourselves 
It might just as well have been 
the choice of the makers of 
flint points The elements need­ 
ed by these men of the past 
were water and safety — safety 
on a mesa or an area surround 
ed by high look-out points Oth­ 
er areas are the places where 
the early pioneers may have 
erected shelters 
For when the first explorers, 
fur trappers and missionaries, 
followed by the endless streams 
of covered wagons, pushed their 
way cautiously into this new 
country, the thousands of camp­ 
fires which dotted the plains 
and mountain areas began to 
disappear and the camps of the 
Indians seemed to melt away 
like the winter snows 
Their 
campsites were taken over by 
the 
new 
settlers 
who built 
homes on them and then they 
too drifted elsewhere seeking 
new opportunity. The old cabins 
or outbuildings they left behind 
often art as markers where 
stone chips 
indicating a one­ 
time Indian campsite, may be 
found 
It is obvious, that over a per­ 
iod of 10 000 years, many In­ 
dians must have passed over 
much of the land now familiar 


to us Hence, arrowheads are 
apt to be found in almost any 
location 
While most stone points our 
family 
has discovered 
have 
been found rn and around camp­ 
sites — judging from the rock 
chips lying nearby — they are 
for the most part, imperfect 
heads apparently broken in con 
st ruction and dropped to the 
ground by the ancient crafts 
men 
Our family also follows the 
rule 
kave no stone unturned 
while on the hunt for history 
This habit of turning over rocks 
in campsites we are hunting 
over led to the discovery of a 
beautiful * Metaled* or milling 
stone. The Indians, when leav­ 
ing a campsite, would often 
turn these valuable stones over 
rn an effort to prevent others 
from using or destroying them 
The Colorado Springs Pioneer 
Museum has an outstanding col 
lection of Indian artifacts and 
is an excellent place to get a 
basic understanding and know 
ledge of what to search for 
The Canon City museum also 
boasts an outstanding coiler 
tion 
For a successful hunt among 
other things, you must tram 
yourself to look for stone ma 
ferial that has been fractured 
or is obviously foreign lo the 
area in which you are search 
mg 
Eventually, after several 
hunts, these bits of flakelike 
chips become more obvious to 
you Avail yourself of the many 
publications on artifacts which 
can be obtained at local book 
stores and the library 
When you're in the field it 
is best to ask permission if you 
find yourself wandering 
onto 
private property Often artifact 
hunters fail to do this and much 
valuable area has been lost to 
fellow searchers because of the 
trespass 
These artifacts are as much 
the heritage of man as hi' 
written records 
For as Man lived and died 
he left behind him the debris 
of his lifetime 
"Plat which 
would not decay with time is 
still hidden in the land waiting 
to be discovered by those who 
care to search for it 
Hidden m the earth may be a 
finely 
worked 
flint 
scraper 
dropped in haste by an Indian 
squaw as she ran to ftnd her 
children 
a Metate misplaced 
covered in time by grass and 
earth uncovered again by blow 
mg winds and falling nun 
a 
narrow 
death-wielding arrow 
point lying by the side of a 
now dry stream bed where it 
dropped a thousand years ago 
at the end of its flight; or a 
corn 
grinder, 
turned 
upside 
down to hide its hollowed bow ! 
when a tribe moved to its win 
ter camping grounds 
All silent mementos of other 
generations, reaching out across 
time alto our lives which re 
mind us that perhaps no life 
is permanent: all things must 
pass 
There is tremendous wonder 
in holding an ancient stone relic 
in your hand and speculating 
upon the once proud owner of 
the item. What kind of person 
was be? How old' What color 
was his hair 
Where was he 
going on the day he dropped 
the item ' 
The answers will never be 
known but the man s heritage 
is with us

Toomey Notes 33lli Year as Movie Cop 


M OSTLY AH PI T C.O I\S b y The Out-of-Pm ket Collertor 
Coins for Test Are Picked At Random bv Mint Chief 


{ C w t M H fr o m l a s t w e e k ) 
Throughout the year, when 
delivery of finished coins is 
made to the Superintendent of 
the Mint the latter must, by 
trial of not less than three corns 
selected at random for each 
I OM coins embraced in the de- 
Irvery. satisfy himself that the 
coms be is receiving are within 
the legal Imuts as to weight 
After this random test, he 
then sets aside no less than 
one coin for each I# OOO coms 
delivered, or a fractional part 
thereof, without selection or pre- 
\Kxts weighing, for the annual 
assay. 
Further, 
silver coins from 
each delivery made to the su­ 
perintendent must be sent to the 
Office of the Director of the 
Mint in Washington where these 
coms are tested for conformity 
in weight and fineness before 
they are released to the Federal 
Reserve Bank and its branches 
who in turn distribute our coin­ 
age into the banking system 
throughout the country 
So it is from these previously 
selected coms, which during the 
previous year have been placed 
in the pyx box. that the com­ 
mission makes its tests 
Our 
mint annually strikes several 
Xmdrrd billian pieces of silver 
com Therefore the py x box con­ 
tains many thousands of coins

One of 
the earliest paintings in the 
famous ‘.My Parents” series is 
included in the exhibit here 
Painted in 1*43. it shows Koer­ 
ner s mother and father seated 
in their home as the artist re­ 
membered them 
It speaks of 
a richly contented family life: 
of early years in sunlight and 
warmth in a house filled with 
color ani books and joy.
